the late war than those of color, 
and we have yet to hear of a single 
incident where they failed to do 
their duty, whether upon the field 
of battle or storming the forts of 
the enemy. The annals of history 
will ever praise the valor of those 
men who fought not only for 
their country, but for the personal 
liberty of their wives and their chil- 
dreu, and themselves. Over two 
hundred thousand colored troops 
were enlisted in the late war upon 
the rolls of the Union Army, and 
many thousands of them survive 
to-day, We have heard with much 
regret that these same brave sol- 
diers will not be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the National Drill at New 
Orleans, simply because they are 
colored. We regret as citizens to 
see such meanness of _ spirit 
among soldiers of a republic like 
America. Such acts will not com- 
mend themselves to the fair mind- 
ed people of the country, though 
they may tickle the prejadices of 
the few who are opposed to the 
progress of the colored people. 
Should a war occur between this 
nation and any other, the black 
soldiers will be looked upon as an 
important factor in bringing sne- 
cess to our arms.

THE GEORGIA INFAMY BILL.
